The second section forbtdsthe operatitre, holding 
or owning ofsuch real estate hereafter acquired by 
2ny corporation or association in ~,which more than 
20 per cent‘of stock.is or ning be owhed. hy persons, 
corporations or associations not citizens of the 
Unitedgtates. . 

The third section forbids corporations, other than 
raiiway, canal or turnpike’ companies, to hereafter 
acquire, hold or own more than 5,000 acres of land 
hereafter aegnired, and himits railway, canal and 
turnpike compenies in. their acquisition to such 
lands ws may te mecessary to. the proper operation 
of their roads, canals and tama pikes. 

The fourth section provides for the forfeiture of 

roperty for violations.of the provisions of the act. 

‘he property forbidden to be acquired, held or 
owned in the first section is “realestate or any in- 
terest therein.’’ The term *’real estate” is very com- 
prebensive. It includes landsand every estate that 
may be inherited which is annexed to, arises out of, 
or is exercisable therein. This term é6inbraces ag- 
ricultural, mineral, desert and timber lands and 
town sites alike. The phrasc ‘‘any interest therein’’ 
is somewhatambiguous, It might bear the construc- 
tion that.a lease for years-is an interest inland and 
land is real estate; therefore; a lease for years is an 
interest in real estate. It: admits of another .con- 
struction, viz.: that the words “any interest there- 
in’ must refer te an Interest in real estate; that a 
lease for years Or any estate less than a freehold, in 
land is not real estate, but chattel real, and is so 
known inlaw.

The act does not deny the right of American 
ewners to borrow moncy from aliens nor secure 
such loans on real estate, but in theevent of the sale 
of a future loan lien, a creditor could not at such 
sale fecome a purchaser, therefore the reply to the 
inquiries submitted is as follows:

KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 


Two Fishermen Struck by a Bolt and Instantly 
Killed, 


New York, July 22.—A bolt of lightning 
struck a small vowkont in Princes bay, Staten 
Isiand, daring a squall this afternoon and in- 
stantly killed Michael J. Dixon and John P. 
Ryan, of this city, —The two men had gone 
fishing in company with Jsaac Smith, bath- 
house keeper at Princes bay. Smith ‘was 
knocked unconscious and remained so half an 
hour, On recovering his senses he saw Ryan’s 
dead body hanging over the boat’s side. The 
body was absolutely nude. The body of Dixon 
has not yet been recovered. Dixon was a well 
known ice cream manufacturer, and Ryan was 
proprietor of an ice cream saloon. :

Pressure, July 22:—The coke gtrike just 
ended was one of the most stubbornly contest- 
ed: batties ever fought between capital and 
labor. For elevén weeks and four days the 
fight wend on;’. and now that it is over, thé 
feeling between the men and operators is, if 
anything, more cordial than ever before. 

The mote Py money lost by the long idlé- 
mess canfhot accurately calculated, but it 
runs up into the millions, When the strike 
begau four-fifths of the 11,000 men. in the re- 
gion had money of their own, but very:few of 


; them have enough money now to take them out 


of the district if they wanted to leave. For 
the first six weeks all of the 11,000 were 
striking. 

The average wages paid, including mine 
boys, seventy-tive cents a day, and coal miners 
from $2.50 to $5 a day is $205. Counting at 
that rate, good men lost during the first five

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THE HOUSE BURNS 


While the Companiés Wrangle | 


For the Post of Duty, 


AND FINALLY THE WATER RUNS SHORT. 


The Residence of Mrs, Hemphill, of Athens, 
Destroyed—The Incidents of the 
Fire, Etc. 


ATHENS, Ga., July 22.—[{Special.]—Abont 
11:30 o’clock Thursday night, an alarm of fire 
was sounded, and it was discovered that Mrs. 


‘| Hemphill’s -residence, near the courthouse, 


was burning. This is a very old structure, and 
burned. like tinder, but the fire companies 
reached the scene in plenty time to extinguish 
the flames had everything worked smoothly. 
But the Relief, a colored fire company, first 
appeared, and proceeded to attach their hose 
to the plug. | 

It was then discovered that the company had 
either lost or forgotten their spanner, a wrench 
to turn on the water, and of course could 
do nothing. At this instant 
the Champion, a rival colored 
company, come onthe ‘ground, and made for 
the plug. The Relief, however, would not give 
way to them, but claimed that they were. first 
on the ground and demanded the loan of the 
Champion's spanner. This was refused, and 
the members of the two companies stood 
wrangling and quarreling while the flames 
were spreading, and the house burned down. 

This wrangling among the colored. fire com- 
panies was not the only drawback, for when 
at last water was turned on, the stream was 
found to be so weak that ft would not reach 
the sidewalk. It was then found necessary to 
send for the Hope steamer and that oceasioned 
another delay, and water at last forced by it, 
but too late to save the house, which was then 
almost burned to the ground. The elothing of 
the family and most of the furniture was 
saved. 

A reporter called wpon Mrs. Hemphill this 
morning, and found her at Mrs. Mounce’s, 
where she went after the fire. She says the 
fire origmated in a small outhouse between 
the kitchen and stable, which was used asa 
smokKehouse. How the fire started is not 
known, for when discovered it was quite a 
little blaze, but looked as ifa few buckets of 
water would extinguish it. She said she had 
no idea. that the fire would spread to her 
house, and thought as soon as the fire eompa- 
nies arrived that it would be put out. When 
the department reached the scene it had 
aught the stables, and as no water could be 
obtained, soon spread to kitchen 
and then to the house. Mrs. 
Hemphill saysshe isataloss to account for 
the Gre. She had not used the stove in the 
kitchen for over a week, and no fire 
had been the place that 
day. Most the household 
goods were saved, but are im a damaged con- 
dition from water. Some weré stored in the 
courthouse and the remainder placed in the 
adjoiming residences. Mrs. Hemphili’s son 
was telegraphed for, and arrived in the citf¥ 
this evening. It is thought that the house is 
too badly damaged to be repaired, but just 
what will be done has not been decided. The 
house was built over forty years ago, and was 
superintended by Mr. Hemphill himself. It 
was built of good material, and put together 
in the best possie manner. ot ps property is 
owned by Mrs. Hempnhill’s brother, Mr. Robert 
Fowler, who live 3 in On con eo county. 


DEATH I ‘KOM HY DROP HOBIA,. 


The Horrible Scene at the Dy ing Man’s Bed- 


side, 
From the Bainbridge, Ga., Democrat. 

There occurred near the little village of Fair- 
cloth, just over the Mitchel? county 
line, on Frieay iast, themost heart 
rending and horrible death froin 
hydrophobia that we have ever recorded—the 
victim being Mr. Hannibal Crosson, a much 
esteemed farmer of that community. It ap- 
pears that one night in March last a strange 
dog invaded Mr. Crosson’s yard and jumped 
upon two dogs and bit them both. Hearing the 
fighting, Mr. C. going ont attempted to drive 
the strange dog off,but did not succeed unté 
had bitten the two dogs, and Mr. Crosson 
himself, who he snapped on the hand. Subse- 
quently,the two dogs died, but Mr. C.’s wound, 
a slight bite, heaied kindly and he thought no 
more of it. For a week pre ce eding, the culmi- 
nation of the events attending his de: ith, Mr. 
Crosson was feeling ~ qu! ite unwell, and 
seemed very despondent, and com- 
plained of very unnatural feelings about his 
head. On Sunday precediug his death on 
Friday, he and his wife went ont and gathered 
some peaches, and on their return, feeling 
thirsty, he attempted to drink some water, but 
was unable todo so. .The sight of it sickened 
him, and a terrible aversion to it seemed to 
seize him, and he complained of peeuliar and 
distressing pains and sensations about the 
throat. Dr. Faircloth, a near physician, was 
called in, and after a careful investigation, saw 
many symptoms of hydrophobia. Nervines 
were’administered, and the family notified of 
his fears, and it was decided to call also Dr. 
Cull, of Camilla, which was done. Dr. Cull 
at once noticed the alarming symptoms noted 
by his brother physician, and upon consulta- 
tion it was determined, between them and 
the patient, to submit the symptoms to 
the infallible test for hydrophobia, viz—the 
administration of water. The patient con- 
senting, four strong men held him securely, 
and a “tablespoonfi u of water was adminis- 
tered. Immediately the patient was seized 
with the most horrible convulsions, and 
snapped, growled and whined most piteously. 
These terrible scenés, and others too horrible 
to recount, continued with greater frequency 
until Friday, when death kindly relieved him 
of his sufferings. He had to be kept contin- 
uously bound so securely that he could not 
injure any one or himself. e

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. The National Veterans. 

It is now certain that a new organization 
is to be formed by veterans of the late war 
who fought on the side of the union. 

For several years there has been a grow- 
fng discontent in the ranks of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. In many instances 
it has been used as a political machine to 
promote the ambition of certain post-bellum 
warriors. This dissatisfaction was increased 
when an attempt was made to use the influ- 
ence of the entire G. A. R. organization in 
support of the dependent pension bill. The 
bill was opposed by many brave men who 
had fought for the union, and who believed 
that it was an unjustifiable raid on the pub- 
lic treasury. These men openly indorsed 
the action of President Cleveland in vetoing 
the bill. 

The St. Louis episode widened still fur- 
ther the breach in the Grand Army, and is 
the occasion of the rise of the new organiza- 
tion. It is to have its birth in the state of 
Iowa, the home of Tuttle and the Clarksons, 
who did the most blatant howling at the 
president when he consented to go to St. 
Louis during the Grand Army encamp- 
gnent. 

A meeting of union veterans was held the 
other day at Des Moines, and Tuttle was 
formally denounced for insulting the chief 
magistrate of the United States. Another 
resolution declared that the dependent pen- 
sion bill was ‘‘a scheme of republican poli- 
ticians acting under the cloak of the G. 
my eR.” 

The new organization, which is called 
“The Association of National Veterans,’’ is 
spreading rapidly in Iowa. It is predicted 
by the Des Moines Leader that in two weeks 
it will have fifty lodges and ten thousand 
snembers in that state alone. 

It will undoubtedly spread to other states 
and become a national institution. It is to 

‘be hoped that the new organization will 
profit by the mistakes of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and not fall into the control 
of demagogues or those who desire to fan 
the flames of sectional hate,

There is nothjng more truly beautiful than 
@ summer resort—if we are to believe the 
peveral and various correspondents who 
wield their magic pens in the newspapers— 
and nothing more attractive. But the more 


beautiful and attractive they are the larger . 


and more promiscuous the crowds that flock 
to them. 

Our experience is that people do not go to 
the summer resorts to behold the beautiful, 
but merely to enjoy achange of scene. They 
deliberately forsake the comforts of home 
in order that they may see new faces and 
gaze on new scenes. They go for a change 
and they get it. 

How easy it is to remember the salient (if 
we may be permitted to tumble ‘this word 
into the festive scene)—how easy it 
fis to remember the salient features 
of the average summer resort! The 
gmail room with its bare walls; the- blister- 
ed bureau leaning in uncertain way against 
the wall; the slim delf pitcher that dances a 
jig in the bow) every time a dog barks; the 
hard mattress, the stuffy pillows and the 
rickety bedstead; the thin towels and the 
turpentine soap; the tin pan piano on which 
the thin young woman plays ‘Lily Dale,’’ 
and ‘‘Sweet Lulais Gone;’’ the dear old lady 
with the gimlet curls who talks from morn- 
ing tillnight; the young man who oils his 
hair; the giggling young woman who dotes 
on whist and plays every card wrong. 


All this is partially an inside view. The 


ppectacle outside is quite an enchanting 


contribution of fleas. Another feature of 
the landscape that cannot be adequately 
portrayed is an active renewal of an old 
feud between the house-maid and the cook. 
Then there are the yells of the children, the 
squabbles between the turkey gobbler and 
the game rooster, and the squalls of the pet 
peacock, with the sun blazing over all. 

But it is at night that the claims of your 
true summer resort begin to glow and glit- 
ter.

Low Rates to the Exposition. 

The interview with Commissioner Slaugh- 
ter in regard to low rates tothe Piedmont 
exposition printed elsewhere this morning 
will be read with genuine pleasure. 

A rate of a cent and a half a mile, which 
isto say a round trip for one fare, is al- 
ready adopted for the states most interested 
in the exposition. Each road centering in 
Atlanta is permitted to make a rate of one 
cent per mile, which Mr. Slaughter thinks it 
is probable they will do. With such a rate,and 
we believe it will be made, it will be hard to 
limit the success of the exposition. 

The rate should be made promptly, so 
that the fact can be abundantly advertised. 
A one and a half cent rate will not start the 
crowds to traveling. That wag shown.in 
the Cotton exposition. Arate of one cent 
will fillthe cars of every railroad, as was 
demonstrated in the Cotton exposition. The 
difference is considerable. A rate of one 
cent per mile would enable a man in Augus- 
ta to go to Atlanta and return for $3.42. At 
one and one half cents per mile the price for 
the round trip ticket would be $5.15. This 
difference would mean 2,000 visitors from 
the city of Augusta. 

Atlanta has made this exposition almost 
unequalled. She has not asked the state or 
government for a cent. Beyond the six 
thousand dollars subscribed by the railroads 
her people have put up every dollar of the 
$150,000 which will be spent. The rail- 
roads will get more profit than any firms or 
corporations from the exposition. Atlanta 
asks them now to give her this rate, which 

reasonable, and at which they can make 
handsome profits, Establish this rate 
promptly, let it be advertised throughout 
the country, and’ Atlanta will guarantee the 
rest. ‘Fhere will not bea delay of a day 
from now until October the 10th in making 
the exposition a grand and overwhelming 
success.

An Editor’s Responsibility. 

An interesting decision has been delivered 
by the supreme court of Louisiana on the 
question of editorial rights and responsibili- 
ties. The case on which the decision was 
rendered rose out of a dispute between the 
business manager and the editor of the 
Shreveport Times. The editor claimed the 
right to direct and control the editorial ut- 
terances of the paper; the business mana- 
ger refused to admit this claim. It was 
clearly shown that a contract had been en- 
tered into between the editor and business 


manager as parties in the business, and it’ 


was stipulated that one should contro] the 
editorial policy of the paper, while the other 
should have charge of the business office. 
The lower court decided against the claim 
of the editor to exercise absolute contro] of 
the editorial policy of the paper under this 
contract. 

The supreme court reversed this decision 
and sustained the prepogative asserted by 
the editor. In thecourse of his decision 
Justice Fenner, who delivered the opinion 
of the court, said some things about the 
mission and dignity of the public press 
which are worthy of consideration. Some 
of the most striking pointsin the decision 
are contained in the following extract: 

If we could treat a public newspaper as a purely 
mereantile enterprise, and the vocationof an editor 
as merely mercenary, perhaps we might maintain 
the contention of respondent ini treat the injury to 
rélatér as a simple question of" profit and loss, to be 
—~ by pecuniary compensation. 

Pat surely newspapers bave some object higher 
than mere money making. Asoperated In modern 
times, they are someth mr more than mere adver- 
tising medina, or even purveyors of news. They 
are organs of public opinion, instructors of the peo- 
ple. advocates of certain fixed policies and princi- 
vies, the promotion of which must gratify the inte}. 
tectual and moral desires of their proprietors, even 
if they do not in all cases advance their pecuniary 
interests. 

We might well conceive that, thongh offered am- 
ple pecuniary inducements to advocate principles or 
causes which they disbelieve, or to abstain from ad- 
vocatiug those which they approve, worthy journal- 
ists would reject snch propositions with the scorn 
which they. deserve, , 

We must apply the same rule to the editor of a 
newspaper. He, too, faust be treated as a man who 
has principles and convictions, a sense of public 
duty, a devotion to the interests of his people, as he 
understands them, and we must assume that, in ex- 
ecuting the functions of his high calling, he sets a 
value upon the advancement of sneh objects far 
above and beyoud any mere pecuniary reward. 

The case isa novel one. The decision of 
the court shows a high respect for the influ- 
ence of an honest press, and suggests the 
only method by which a newspaper can 


acquire any real and lasting influence,

A PAIR OF FUNNY TOADS. 


Masquerading in Each Other’s Cast-off Skins 
—A Comical Sight. 

HarrispurG, Penn., July 20.—‘No one 
knows the funny things toads will do,” said the 
Hon, James A. Sweeney, a Luzerne county natu- 
ralist and ex-member of the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture. “On a recent cloudy day, after a hard rain, 
there was a cool breeze blowing. I was walking in 
a friend’s garden near Hazléton when I hearda 
peculiar sound, Looking in th@ direction from 
which it came, I saw two toads in an open space in 
the garden. One was quite large, and the other was 
at least a third smaller. They were both standing 
on their hind feet, facing each other. The large 
toad had its fore feet over on each side of the 
smaller toad’s shoulders; the small toad his left 
fore foot on the large one’s right leg. As they stood 
in that way they uttered strange guttural sounds, 


.as if they were discussing some subject between 


themselves. Suddenly the small toad thrust its 
right foot, or hand, you might call it, against the 
large one’s stomach, and the next instant the latter 
thew theformer to the ground and a lively wrestle 
between them began. 

‘During the struggle on the ground the skins of 
both toads burst open on the back, and I suppose I 
was about to see the interesting process of toads tak- 
ing off their old coats, rolling them up in little balls, 
and swallowing them, as naturalists say they do. I 
did witness the process of shedding the skins, but 
something much more singular than the swallowing 
incident occurred. The day was rawand windy, 
as I said, and after the toads had rubbed their skins 
in a comical way toward their heads until they had 
both pulled themselves clear of them each one be- 
gan to shiver very perceptibly with the cold. Sud- 
denly the small toad hopped quickly to where the 
skin of the big one lay, a2d picking it up in his 
mouth hopped away several feet. The big toad fol- 
lowed the purloiner of his cast-off clothing with his 
eyes, and gave two or three appealing croaks, but 
made no effort to recapture the stolen goods. -When 
the small toad saw that he was no: followed he de- 
liberately set to work to don the skin he had taken. 
It took him sometime to doit, but he finally accom- 
plished his purpose and went masquerading around 
in the misfit garment exactly like a clown in a cir- 
cus wearing the big baggy costume some of them 
appear in. 

“The little fellow seemed to enjoy the novelty of 
the situation and hopped around the large toad in 
what must have been a most tantalizing manner. 
The big toad was shivering like a person chilled 
through, and by and by picked up the skin of the 
smallone and began to force it on his body. The 
process was a difficult one, but after several minutes 
of unceasing effort he stood habilitated in the cast- 
off garment of his diminutive companion. If the 
effect of the big skin on the little toad had been 
comical, that of the little skin on the big toad was 
more so. The sleeves of the coat, So to speak, only 
came half-way down the arm, and the legs of the 
trousers covered the toad’s legs as though they had 
been knickerbockers. The body of the garment was 
so tight that the toad could not work either his legs 
or his aris, and he ‘stood there the picture of dis- 
pair, By and by he began to swell himself up, and 
that apparei.t'y stretched the skin, for he was able 
afterward to move away slowly. He followed the 
small toad into the bushesin a dignified manner 
and both disappeared. What the outcome of this 
curious exchange of clothfng was I never knew, but 
the incident satisfied me that toads do funny thiogs 
sometimes.”’

Though Swallowed Many Years Ago, it Has 
Jum Been Kemoved. 
From The Lancet, 

Dr. William Wilson reports the following 
interesting case : 

“Cipriani, to whom yon referred in a recent nur- 
ber, while imitating the exploits of a jnggier in 
swallowing a fork, some sixteen years ago, allowed 
it to pass into his esophagus beyond his control. 
After various attempts at extraction, made by him, 
self, his friends and his wife, he was on the follow- 
ing day transferred to the Ospedale de Santa Maria 
Nuova, where also all efforts at removal were una- 
vailing. Several ingenions instruments were in- 
vented for the purpose, but failed. He remained in 
the hospital for five weeks, suffering more or less 
inconvenience, moral as well as physical, for the 
pliblic were divided in opinion, some proclaim- 
ing him only a fool, others an impostor. 
A year or so afterward, having produced 
severe paling hemorrhage and other wun- 
toward symptoms, it was ascertained that the fork 
had effected its exit from the stomach and passed 
into the intestines, accompanied with a relief to the 
more urgent phenomena; motion, however, occas- 
ioned severe suffering. He now wandered from 
place to place, a subject of interest to some, of ridi- 
cule to others, till three or four weeks ago he was 
attacked by acute pleurisy ofthe right side, termin- 
ating in effusion, and was admitted into the Ospe- 
dale di San Giovanni di Dio. Recovering from this, 
atiention was again directed to ‘the fork,” which 
was discovered in the right iliac fossa, pointing ob- 
liquely upward to the left side. It was evidently 
fixedin this situation, for palpatation effected no 
change in its position, and considerable enlarge- 
ment could be detected in the immediate neighbor- 
hood. After long hesitation he consented to an 
operation, which was performed by the distinguish- 
ed surgeon, Professor Rosati, aided by his skillful 
assistant, Dr. Catani. An incision was 
made @xtending from an inch and 4 
half below the unbilicus perpendicularly 
down to the pubes, and after considerable difficulty 
the fork was extricated from the ascending colon, 
the blunt end pcinting upward. There had been 
long and constant inflammation, as was proved by 
the great thickening of the bowel, adjacent tissues, 
and the firm adhesion of the colon to the abdominal 
parietes. The bowel was opened, the edges secured 
tothe abdominal integuments, and the wounds 
dressed in the usual way. The fork measured twen- 
ty-two centimeters, and piesented but little erosion; 
for, though the plating had disappeared, the ex- 
tremities retained their original defined outlines. 
The time could not be calculated which it had 
taken in reaching its ultimate destination, but prob- 
ably many years, judging from the condition of the 
surrounding textures, The patient bore the opera- 
tion well, and was very anxious to secure possession 
of the fork as conclusive evidence against his de- 
tractors, There has been no fever or unfavorable 
symptoms; and the wound is nearly healed, there 
remaining only a small fistulous opening communi- 
cating with the intestine,”

Mr. Hamilton 
read his remarks, and they were singularly 
appropriate and tenderly touching to one who 
was both a friend and a companion. 

Senator Jackson seconded the resolutions in 

ort speech, and added consolation and 
nmcdolence to the families of the deceased,and 
the same time reminding the senate that 
there was no time too early to prepare for the 
anexpected coming of death. 

Senator Hawkes made, perhaps, the most 
appropriate and beantiful address upon the 
resolutions. In chaste and classic language, 
in rounded and eloquent periods, he paid as 
graceful and loving a tribute of affection and 
esteem to the memory of the dead as was ever 
uttered in the senate chamber of Georgia. 

Senator Powell closed the address upon the 
resolutions, and in a speech of singular pathos 
and beauty moved the adoption of the report 
by 4 rising vote.

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SELL OR NOT TO SELL 
That is the Question Agitating 
the Legislature. 


POINTED TALK ON THE DEAN BILL. 


Individual Views of the Senators—How North 
Georgians Feel—Opinions on the 
Question Equally Divided. 


Since the introduction of Dr, Felton’s reso- 
lutions relative to tne State road lease, no 
measure has attracted so universal attention 
as the bil viding for the sale of the road, 
which was introduced by Senator Dean. 

The Dean bill was almost the sole topic of 
conversation with the members of the senate 
and house, yesterday, and ‘to sell or not to 
wg the question agitating the legislative 
mind. 

Some members of both houses strongly favor 
a sale of the property, others oppose such ac- 
tion, while a very large percentage of the 
members are “‘on the fence,’ so to speak. All 
seem to be anxious to do whatever may be for 
the best interests of the state, but they are by 
no means agreed as to the best methods to pur- 
sue. 

HOW THE SENATE STANDS. 

The bill is now before the finance committee 
of the senate. That committee has not, as yet, 
inet to consider the measure but will.doso early 
next week. The views of those members of 
the senate in the city, as gathered by THE 
CONSTITUTION’s representatives, show that 
but few have given the bill anything like a 
thorough study as yet. The majority of the 
members are undecided as to the course of 
action they will pursue. Their individval 
views will be read with interest. 

President of the Senate Davidson said: I 
have never given the matter enough thought 
to express an opinion. 

Senator Wright, of Marlow: I haven't 
examined the bill as yet and do not care to ex- 
press an opinion. 

Senator Roberts of Eastman: Tho siate 
ought not be in a position where it isin compe- 
tition with any of its citizens. I have always 
been in favor of selling the road, and I am 
thoretighly in accérd with Mr. Dean’s bill. 

Senator Brantley of Blackshear: I: full 
agree with the preamble of Mr. Dean’s bill an 
the sentiments expressed therein. The only 
question in my mind is whether now is the 
proper time to sell. ‘The state as a state ought 
not go into such enterprises, but as itis already 
in we must dispose of the property, if we dis- 
pose of it all, to the best possible advantage. 

Senator Douglass of the sixteenth dis- 
trict—I think it 1s best to keep the road. Don’t 
think the state ought to sell. 

Senator J. L. Hand of the eighth district— 
I think it proper to sell the road, as Ido not 
believe the state should oWn such property. I 
am not sufficiently familiar with the Dean 
bill to say whether the plan proposed by it isa 
proper one or not. 

Senator Lewis of Greensboro—I scarcely 
think it wise to sell the property at present, as 
the value of the road is too greatly disparaged 
by the. present agitation and other circum- 
stances. 

Senator Atwood of the second—I haven’t 
read the bill, and haven’t made up my mind 
as to the advisability of passing 1t. 

Senator W. E. Smith of Albany—I wouldn’t 
hear to the sale at all. 

Senator A. JH. Smith of Valdosta—My be- 
lief until now has been that the state should 
hold on to the property, but I have not made a 
sufficiently thorugh examination to be able to 
make up my mind definitely. 

Senator Sirmons of Dupont—My individual 
opinion is that the road ought not to be sold. 
One objection to the Dean bill, in my opinion, 
is that it defines rolling stock as personalty, 
when there is a question whether it should be 
cousidered as personalty or realty. 

Senator Turnipseed of Fort Gaines—I don’t 
think I have matured an opinion yet. It 
seems to me that the whole matter is imma- 


ure. 

Senator Hawkes) of Americus—I prefer to 
investigate furtheft before I make up my mind 
whether the road ghould be sold or lonead. 

Senator Pringle ~of Sandersville—Haven’t 
read the bill and am not prepared to say what 
I will do. 

Senator Powell of Barnesville—If we can 
get a fair price for the property and can pro- 
vide for the proceeds being used in the right 
way, the road ought to be sold. 

Mr. Northcutt—I oppose the sale of the 
road. The bill defines all the rolling stock as 
 eroorae property, and it isa matter of grave 

ispute among intelligent men if this defini- 
tion is a correct one. . 

Mr. James—I shall vote against the bill, 
shall work against it, and in every way In my 
power shall endeavor to prevent its passage. 

Mr. Jackson—It is a matter of so much im- 
portance that I have not been able to give that 
attention to it that ft deserves. I have not 
made up my mind, and of course cannot say 
how I shall vote. 

Mr. Butt—I have not examined the bill, 
and am not prepared to say whatI shall do. 

Mr. Peek—I stand.where the author of the 
bil] stands. 

Mr. Favyer—I, have not formed an opinion 


ret. 

: Mr. Robbins—J ¢an not say what I shall do. 
Mr. Daniel—I think I shall support it, but 
have not carefully considered it yet,amd I may 

look differently when I examine its provisions. 

I am opposed to leasing the road, and I think 

Mr. Dean is on the right track. 

Mr. Lamkin—I have not looked into it and 
cannot say how I shall vote. 

Mr. Foster—I have not made up my mind 
and do not know what I shall do. 

Mr. Wofford—If the ‘state debt could be 

aid by the sale of the road, I would favor the 
bill or any bill that would look to its sale un- 
der proper conditions, byt as the matter now 
stands I ain opposed to it. 

Mr. Daws—TIfam in favor of the bill. 

Mr. RKusk—I am not prepared to say how I 
shall vote. 

HOW NORTH GEORGIANS FEEL. 

There seems to bea strong feeling in north 
Georgia favorable to the sale of the road. This 
is particularly true of people living in the sec- 
tion of country tributary tothe Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, where the sentiment 
against the recent action of the house in refus- 
ing toamend the charter of that railroad is 
strong. 

‘‘North Georgia seems to be almost 4 unit in 
gale of the State road/’ 
said Mr. Dean, the father of the sale bill, ‘‘that 
is, the portion of north Georgia which does not 
lie along the Western and Atlantic. The peo- 
ple feel that the State road is being used asa 
sort of club over their heads to prevent the de- 
velopment of that portion of the state, and the 
very general opinion is thatthe sooner the 
state Fiaposes of the property the better. Of 
course it must be sold for a good price, 
though.”’ 

Colonel D. B. Hamilton, ex-member of the 
legislature from Floyd county, was in the city 
for a few hours yesterday.

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LOW RAILROAP RATES. 


A Cheering Talk With Commissioner Slaugh- 
ter-A One Cent Rate Probable. 


It is now eight oars from this morning (in- 
cluding Sundays) until the gates of the Pied- 
mont exposition are open to the public. 

Com ioner Mercer Slaughter, of the 
Southern Steamship and Railway association 
has returned from the north, where he attended 
& meeting of the rate committee of his associa- 
tion, before which the exposition company 
asked for special passenger rates. Mr. Slaugh- 
ter said: 

““We would have carried a one cent rate for 
the entire south, but we found that the far off 
roads objected. Atlanta would have ten 
the one cent rate in spite of this except that 
Louisville, §t. Louis, and Cincinnati applied 
for the same rate. This made confusion, and 
& compromise was the result.’’ 

. What was the exact compromise ?”’ 

‘It was this. A oneand a half cent rate 
each way, that is, half fare tickets, was adopt- 
ed for all roads in Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, and for all 
points this side of Nashville in Tennessee. Be- 
yond Nashville, and in the states not named, 
the two cent rate each way was adopted. For 
the territory tributary tothe Piedmont expo- 
sition, aone anda half cent rate is adopted. 
For more distant territory the two cent rate.”’ 

“What about the one cent rate ?”’ 

‘It was resolved that the roads centering in 
Atlanta should make a one cent rate if they 
desired. The State road can make a rate for 
Marietta, or Cartersville, or any points this 
side of Chattanooga of its own motion. To 
make @ one cent rate from Chattanooga it 
would have to get the consent of the East Ten- 
nessee road, which competes with it for Chat- 
tanooga’s business. Those two roads conseptifig 
the rate can be made to Chattanoeza. The 
Central can charge a one cent rate for all 
points this side of Macon, but to make a one 
cent rate for Macon it would have to get the 
consent of the East Tennessee road. In other 
words, if U6 roads consent to the one cent rate 
it will be established.” 

“16 you think they will consent?’ 

“Ido. I shall advise them to do so. I 
found the general feeling in favor of it among 
the roads that enter into Atlanta: I think it 
entirely probable that one cent rate will be 
made by every road reaching into Atlanta.”’ 

Mr. Slaaghter was courteous and earnest in 
behalf of the exposition. He believes that it 
will be a great event, and of untold benefit to 
the south. He believes that the roads should 
meet it with the utmost liberality, and that 
they will reap the richest results from it. 


Heard County Should Come Out. 
From the Franklin, Ga., News. 

The Piedmont exposition has thus far re- 
ceived applications for over 100,000 square feet 
of floor space. This exceeds the space in the 
main hall by 15,000 square feet, and to meet 
the demands the architects are now preparing 
plans for another building, 500x%6 feet, to be 
used for machinery and agricultural displays. 
The new building will be of the same general 
design as the main building, extension ends 
and centers. Three hundred hands are now 
at work, and matters are moving along rapid- 
ly and satisfactorily. The track will be com- 
pleted in about two weeks. The main build- 
ing will be ready within four weeks, and by 
September 15th, at the latest, all will 
be in readiness. We still in- 
sist that Heard should make 
an exhibit, but we very much fear that our cit- 
izens appreciate too little their grand resour- 
ces and superior advantages to sacrifice the 
trifling expense of an exhibit. There is no 
telling the amount of good it will do. Our 
people complain of isolation.

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A SMALL DEAD BOY. 
Causes the Arrest of George Rob- 
inson, His Father. 


A NEGRO MAN CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


A Crippled Child Dies and Persons Living 
Near Say that His Father Killed 
Him—The Particulars. 


Sitting away back inthe darkest corner of 
the darkest cell inthe city prison at twelve 
o’clock last night was George Robinson. Be- 
side the prisoner, leaning against the hard 
stone wall, was a pair of crutches and in the 
sticks there wasfas much life apparently as 
a was in the negro to whom they belong- 


The prisoner was placed in his cell yester- 
day morning, charged with killing his son. 

Robinson’s home is in the extreme soutnern 
portion of the city on McDaniel street, He is 
yet @ young negro and until yesterday his 
family consisted of himself, wife and child—a 
boy about five years of age who, like his fath- 
er, was a cripple. The house in which Robin- 
son livesisaone stozy two room structure. 
One room was his home while the other room 
was occupied by two negro women, Mary Jane 
Davis and Laura Ellis. PRB ae 

For five years past Robinson has been una- 
ble to walk without crutches, and has done no 
work. His boy had had a spinal trouble from 
infancy, and never walked a step. The sup- 
port of the family fell upon the woman, and as 
she was devoted to both, she worked with a 
will to provide for them. The greater portion 
of the woman’s work was away from home, 
and while she was absent the Lesbend cared 
for the crippled boy and the house. Robinson 
was quite iritable, if the statements of neigh- 
bers are to be credited, and during his wife's 
absence he was in the habit of whipping the 
boy and otherwise abusing him. Even when 
the mother was present the father was unable 
to keep his hands off the boy. 

During the night before last the two negro 
women in the room adjoining the Robinson 
home heard the boy crying, and at the same 
time heard Robinson abusing him, but at the 
time paid no further attention to it than to 
stoop down and peep through a hole in the 
wall between the two rooms. Early yesterday 
morning Margaret Robinson, the boy’s mother, 
walked out of her room and approaching the 
door of the adjoining room knocked. The 
women came tothe door, and to them the 
mother said: 

‘Johnny, my little boy, has just died and I 
want you to come in and help me.” 

The two women followed the mother into 
the room. Upon the bed they saw the dead 
child and beside it was the father. To the wo- 
men the mother said thatthe boy had been 
taken sick about daylight and that it had died 
just before she called them. The father sub- 
stantiated his wife’s story, but when one of 
the women placed herhand upon the child 
she found the body quite cold. The boy’s cries 
of the previous night were en of 
and something was _§ said ut the 
father giving him a whipping. 
The declaration angered Robinson, and deny- 
ing that he had ever touched the boy, drove 
the two women out of his room. Soon after 
this one of the women sent a message to police 
headquarters and Patrolman Hunter went out. 
At the house he heard the story of the women 
and from others in the neighborhood ascer- 
tained that Robinson had been in_ the 
habit of whipping the child. Think- 
ing an_ investigation necessary Patrol- 
man Hunter’ arrested Robinson and 
conducting him to police headquarters, re- 
ported the facts to Chief Connolly, who caused 
Coroner Haynes to be notified. The coroner 
went out to the house during the afternoon and 
held an inquest. The evidence all indicated 
that Robinson had whipped the child frequent- 
ly, but it failed to show that he had been brutal 
in dealing out punishment. Dr. Westmoreland, 
the county physician, made an examination of 
the body, but failed to find any marks of vio- 
lence. The jury then made up a verdict, 
stating that the boy came to his death from un- 
known causes, and recommended that the 
prisoner be held for furthef investigation. 

The two women Who live in the room next 
to Robinson assert that the boy was killed by 
the father. 

“Why,” said one of them, “we had just 
gone to bed when Johnnie began to cry and 
beg. Weheard Robinson tell him to dry up 
and then heard a heavy lick. I sprang out of 
bed and running to thé wall looked through a 
hole and saw him whipping the child.”’ 

“Did Robinson whip the boy much ?”’ 

“Yes; almost every day. The boy has never 
walked a step in his life and it seemed like 
Robinson took pleasure in abusing him and 
his mother never interfered.”’ 

When Robinson was locked up he took a 
sition in the corner of his cell, and up to mid- 
night had not moved out of the corner. He 
is — reticent about the charge against him 
and talks only when closely questioned. Then 
his answers are as brief as possible. When 
asked why he whipped the boy hesaid: 

“TIT never laid my hands on that child in 
anger but once, and then I slapped him. I 
didf{that too without using any force.”’ 

‘Then you did not whip him last night?” 

“No, sir, I never touched him last night, ex- 
cept to lift him in his bed.” 

‘*What time did he die!” 

‘‘He was taken sick about daylight and died 


in two or three hours.” 

‘‘But the women next door say that the body 
was cold when they first saw it.’

THEIR SKILL AND COURAGE, 

The battle of the 22d of Jnly, 1864, was the hardest 
of the several bloody fights about Atlanta, and per- 
haps the severest engagement inthe campaign be- 
tween Dalton and Atlanta. Fierce encounters were 


was so bloody as the battle of the 22nd, which was 
fought just beyond Oakland cemetery. General 
Sherman, in his memoirs, gives a full and graphic 
description of this battle and pays a high tribute to 
the bravery of the confederate troops, He describes 
at length the fierce assault made upon DeGress’s 
battery. which resulted in its capture by the con- 
federates, 

Perhaps the most cons Acuous confederate officer 
in the action described by General Sherman, was 
our esteemed fellow-townsman, Colonel Lovic P. 
Thomas, who commanded the Forty-second Georgia 
regiment. Stovall’s brigade, commanded by Colo- 
nel Abda Johnson, about two thousand “er. at- 
tacked the federal works on the Georgia railroad, 
on the afternoofni of the 22d of July, 1864. Thomas's 
regiment was the first to carry the enemy’s works. 

FIGHTING HAND TO HAND 
against fearful odds. DeGress’s battery, besides 
many prisoners and accoutrements, were captured 
by them and the works held for nearly two hours, 
and until they were left almost alone, when a re- 
treat was ordered. 

Lieutenant-Colonel John Brown, brother of Sena- 
tor Joseph E. Brown, commauded. a regiment of 
state troops which succeeded in carrying the ene- 
my’s works on the right of the Forty-second Georgia. 
He fell, wounded, within two hundred yards of De- 
Gress's battery. Fhe enemy was firing upon them 
with about forty pieces of artillery and the conflict 
here proved to be aterribleone. The loss on the 
confederate side was great and lamentable. One 
shell being sent that killed severteen of Colonel 
Brown’s men. Captain Albert Howell, after Colo- 
nel Brown fell, took command of the regiment and 
continued the charge with such conspicuous gal- 


lantry asto winthe commission of lieutenant-co- 
lonel. 

There was a desperate hand to hand fight asthe 
boys went over the federal entrenchments in their 


resistless charge. Some remarkable instances of 
desperate valor are related by Mr. H. Y. Snow and 
Mr. W. M. Dirham, of this city, who saw the thick- 
est of the fight. Some of the soldiers used their bay- 
onetson the enemy. Others clubbed their guns 
and mowed down everything in their way. One 
sergeant broke his gun when he was right on the 
breast work. He dropped it and seizing a spade, he 
killed or disabled several of the enemy. Nearly 
every man lost by the Forty-second Georgia 
ON THAT FATAL DAY 

fell on top of the enemy’s entrenchments or direct- 
ly in front ofthem. Colonel Thomas attributes the 
success of this brilliant charzseto the discipline of 
the troops under General Henderson. He says he 
hardly knew that he had captured the works. 
When his regiment first dashed over the fedéral 
lines the enemy was so thick all around that many 
of the confederates supposed they had been captur- 
ed. They were greatly relieved when they saw the 
federals turn and fiy. 

It waS not strange that these men fought so hard. 
General Hood had just taken command, and they 
knew he wanted “fight.’’ A higher inspiration 
came in the fact that these men were litera] y fight- 
ing for their homes and firesides. Many of them 
lived in the city which they were defending against 
fearful odds. All of the Forty-second Georgia were 
from the vicinity of Atlanta. Colonel W. H. Hul- 
sey lives now on part of the ground that his regi- 
ment swept over in that glorious charge, and his 
house is about the very point where Colonel 
Thomas, with the Forty-second, and Colonel Albert 
Howell, with his command, on his right, swept 


over the federal works like a whirlwind. 
WHEN GENERAL SHERMAN 

was in Atlantaa few vears ago he visited and close- 
ly inspected the scenes of the fights around the city. 
In riding along the road to Decatur with a gentle- 
man who had been a confederate artillery officer, 
the conversation naturally turned to the battle of 
the 22d of July. General Sherman spoke at length

Later, accompanied by the adjutant-general 
and Colonels Harrell, Keely’and West, he 
left for Salt Springs, where the party spent 
the night. They will participate in the con- 
federate reunion at that place today. ‘Lhe 
party is advertised to remain at tne springs 
until Monday, but it fs quite likely that the 
governor will return to the city tonight.

by making gross charges against her victim 
and threatening to make those charges public, 


and to pfosecute him if he refused to pay hem 


the sum demanded. - 

It was shown that they sought to work this 

scheme on Dr. D. Smith and he resented it 
and threatened to kick the girland Mrs. Gard- 
ner out of his office. After this episode Gard- 
ner, as the next friend of Mary Hunt instituted 
the ten thousand dollar suit against Dr. Smith. 
The verdict of the jury in condemning the 
mulatto girl is regarded as a vindication of Dr. 
Smith, and it is understood that the suit 
against him is to be withdrawn. Great inter- 
est was manifested in the case yesterday. Dr. 
Gardner, Mrs. Gardner and Mary Hunt sat 
near together. When the verdict was an- 
nounced the defendant was alone and tears 
soon filled hereyes. At 4:30 p. m. the court 
adjourned to meet at 9 0’clock Monday morn- 
ing.
